c<l or-Counſellors about Us,to Our knowledge,as are mentioned; 
and ifayy ſuch be diſcovered, Wewill leave them'to the cen- 
\ureand Jadgementof our Panliament : in the mean time. We 

cauld with, that Qur own immediat ations which Wee avow 
and Our-owne chanour :might not beeſo- roughly cenſured and

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feffion, and Our reſolution to concur with Our parliament, in a- 
ny poſſible courſe for the propagation of it, and ſuppreſſion of 
Popery, We can ſay no more then We have already expreſſed'in 
Our Declaration to all Our loving Snabje&s, publifhed in Ja- 
nuary laſt, by the advice of Our privie Councel,in which We cn- 
deavoured to make as lively a confeſſion of Our Self;in this point 
as We were able, being moſt aſſured that the conſtant pratice 
of Our life hath been anſwerable thereunto : And therefore Wee 
did rather expe& a teſtimony and acknowledgement of ſuch 
Our zeal and piety, then thoſe expreſſions We tnet with in this 
Declaration, of any defigne of altering Religion-tn-this Kingdom, 
And Wee doe (out of the innocency of Our foul) wiſh, that the 
Jadgements of heaven may bes manifeſted upon thoſe, who 
have, or had any ſuch defigne. | 
. Asfor the Scots troubles, We had wel! thought that thoſe uns 
happie differences had been wrapt up in perpetuall litence,by the 
At of O-livion, whichbeing ſolemnly paſt in the Parliaments of 
both Kingdoms, ſtops Our mouth from any other reply, then to 
ſhew Our great diſlike for reviving the memory thereof, ' 
If the Rebellion in Ire/and(fo odious to all Chriſtians)ſeems to 
have bin framed & maintained in Eng/and,or to have any coun- 
tenance from hence, We conjure both Oar Houſes of Parliament; 
& al Our loving Subje&s whatſoever,to uſe all poſſiblemeans to 
diſcover and find ſuch out,that We may joyn inthe moſt exem- 
uy vengeance upon them that can be imagined : But We muſt 
thin 
any Declaration, Aion, or Expreſſion of the Iriſh Rebels, any 
Letter from ConntRoſerrse to the Papiſts,for faſting & praying or 
from Treſtrani Vhitcombe,of {trange ſpeeches uttered 1n Ireland, 


ſhal beget any jealouſie,or miſapprehenſion in ourSubjes of our . 


Juſtice, piety and affe&ion, it being evident to alunderſtandings, 
That thoſe miſchievousand wicked Rebels;are not ſo -capable of 
greatadvantage,asby having theirfalſe diſcourſes ſo far beleeved; 
as to raile fears and jealouſies to thediſtration of this Kingdom, 
the onely way to their ſecurity : And Wee cannot expreſle a 
deeper ſcnſe of the ſuftering of Our poor: Proteſtant Subjects in 
that Singopa,then We havedoneiin Our often Meſſages to both 
Houſes, by which We have offered,and are ſtill ready to venture 
Our Royall Perſon for their Redemption, well knowing, that as 
Weare (in Our own Intereſt) more concerned in them fo -We

Our Self highly and cauſleſly injured in Oar: reputation, if 


are to make a ſtrict Accompt to Almighty God for any negleRof. . 
Our duty,or their preſervation. a 
For the manifold attempts to provoke Our late Army,and the 
Army of the Scors,and to raiſea Faion in the City of London, 
and other parts of the Kingdome ; If it be faid, as relating to 
Us, Wee cannot without great indignation , ſuff-r Our Self to 
| be reproached, to have intended the leaſt Force or threatning to 
| Oar Parliament;as the being privie to the bringing up of the Ar- 
mie would imply: Whereas We call God to witnefle,we never 
bad any ſuch thought,or knew of any ſuch reſolution concerning 
Oar late -Armie, - _— PIEEY 
For the Petition hewed to Js by Captain Zegg,We well re- 
member theſame,and the occaſion of that Conference: Captain 
Leg g being lately come out of the North, and repairing to Us at 
White-hall, We asked him of the ſtate of our army, & (after ſome 
relation made of it)he told Us, That the Commanders and officers 
of the armie had a minde to Petition the Parliament,as other of 
Our people had done, 8& ſhewed Us the copy ofa Petition, which 
we read,and finding it to be very humble,defiring the Parliament 
might receive no-interruption in the Reformation of the Church 
and State,to the model of Queen Elizabeth dayes; We told him, 
We ſaw no harm in it: Whercupon he replied, That he beleeved 
all the Officers of the Army would like it, onely be thought Sir 
7acob Aſrely would be unwilling to figne it, out of fear that it 
might difpleaſe Us. We then read the Petition over again , and 
then obſerving nothing in matter or form We conceived could 
ſlibly give juſt cauſe of offence, We delivered it to/him again, 
idding him give it to Sir Jacob Aſzely , for whole fatisfation 
We had written C.R.upon it,to reſtifie Our approbation;& We 
wiſh that the Petition might be ſeen and publiſhed,and then We 
beleeve it will appear no dangerous oneznor a juſt ground for the. 
leaſt jealoufie,or miſapprehenſion. h 
©" For Mr [rnlt is wel known that he-was gone from White, 
| hal beforeWe received thedefires of both houſes for the reſtraint 
of Our ſervants,neither returned he thither,or paſſed over by a- 
ny Warrant granted by Us after that time. 

For the breach of  Priviledge in the Acculation of the Lord” 
 Kymbolton , and the five. Members of the Houſe of Commons, . 
We thought We had givenſo ample fatisfa&ion in Our ſeve- 
rall Mcflages to.that purpoſe, that it Oy be no more PRng., 

wg | h _ againſt - 
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.azainſt Us, being confident, if the breach of Priviledge had been 
greater then hath beene eyer before off-red, Our acknowledye- 
ment and retraCtation hath been greater then ever King hath gi- 
ven,beſides the not examining how many of Oar priviledges have 
been invaded in defence and vindication of the other; And there- 
fore We hoped Our true and earneſt Pcoteſtation in Our anſwer 
ro your Order concerning the 445/itia, would fo far havye fatil. 
fied you of Our intentions then, that you would no more haye 
entertained any imagination of any other defigne then Wee there 
expreſſed. | | 

But why the liſting of ſo many Officers,and entertaining them 
at Whitehall hould be miſconſtraed, We much marvel, when -it 
is notoriouſly knowne,the tumults at Weſtminſter were ſo great 
and their demeanours ſo ſcandalous and ſeditious, that We had 
good cauſeto ſuppoſe Our own Perſon, and thoſe of Our Wife 
and Children to be in apparant danger, and therefore Wee had 

reat reaſon to appoint a guard about Us, and to accept the dutiy 
Fall render of the ſervices of any of Our loving Subjects, which 
was all We did to the Gentlemen of the Innes of Court. 

For the Lord Digby, We aſſure you in the word of a King, that 
he had Our warrant to paſſe the ſeas, and had left the Court be- 
fore Weever heard ofthe Vote of the Houſe of Commons, or 
had any cauſe to-imagine that his abſence would have beene ex» 
cepted againſt. 

W hat your Advertiſements are from Rome, Venice, Paris, and 
other parts, or what the Popes Nanceo follicites the Kings of 


France or Spain.to do, orfrom whatperſons ſuch informations - 
come to you, or how the credit and reputation of ſuch perſons 


have been fifred aud examined, Weknow not;but are confident, 
no ſober honeſt man in Our Kingdoms can'beleeye,that Wee are 
ſo deſp: rate orſoſenſleſſe,to entertain ſuch defignes,as would not 
only.bury this Our Kingdom in ſudden diftraion and ruing,hut 
Our own Name.and poſterity in perpetuall ſcorne and nr, 
And therefare Wee could have wiſhed, that in matters of fo 
high and tender a nature ( wherewith the minds of Our good 
Sabjets mult needs be'ſtartled.)all the expreſsions were ſo plain 
and caſe, that nothing might ſtick with them with reflection 
. upon\Us, fince you thought fit to publiſh, it at all, 
And having now dealt thus plainly and freely withyau by 
way of Anſwcr tothe particular grounds of your ws > 
| | upon 
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(upon a due conſideration'and weighing both fogether)) you wi!l/ 
not find the Grounds to be of that moment to beget,or longer ro 
continue 2 miſunderſtanding betwixt Us, or force you to apply 
our ſelves to the ufe of any other power then what the Law 
th given you,the which We alwayes intend:ſhall be the mea- 
fure of our own power,and expe&t it ſhal be the rule.af Our Sub- 
jeas obedience. 

Concerning our Fears 8 Jealouſies,as We had no intention of 
accuſing you,{oare We ſure no words ſpoken by Us (on the ſad- 
den)at Theobalds wil bear that interpretation. Welaid, for Our 
refidence neer you, We wiſht it might be ſoſfafe & Honoprable, 
that we had no canſe to abſent Our ſelf from #hite-haljand how - 
this can bea breactrof Priviledge of Parliament, We cannot un- 
derſtand. We explained Onr meaning in Our anſwerat: New- 
aarket,at the Preſentation of this Declaratian: concerning the 
Printed ſeditioys Phamphlets and Sermons, &:the great tamulrs 
at Weſtminſter : And We mult appeal to you and allthe world ,. 
whether We mightnot juſtly ſuppoſe Oar {:If in danger of ei- 
ther.And if We were now at White- Hall, whatſecurity have 
Wezthat the like ſhal not be again,eſpecially if any Delirquents 
of that nature have beene apprehended by. the Miniſters of Ja- 
ſice,and bin reſcued by thePeoplezand ſoas yet eſcapennpuniſh-- 
ed?If ye havenot been informed ofthe ſeditious words uſed in, 
andthe circumſtances ofthoſe Tumults, and will appoint ſome 
way for the examination of them, We willrequire ſome of Oar 
learned Councell to attend with ſ\ucheyidence-as may fatiche 
yon,and till that be:done,or ſome other courſe taken for Our ſe-. 
curity,you cannot(with reaſon)wonder that We intend not to 
bee where We moſt defired tobe. | 

And can there yet want evidence of Our hearty & importunate 
defire to joyn with our Parliament;and all our faithfull Subjects, 
in defence of the Religion & publike good of the Kingdom?Have 
We given you no other earneſt but words,toſecure you of thoſe 
deſires?The very Remanſtrance ofthe Houſe of Commons ((pub- 


liſhed in November laſt )of the ſtate of the Kingdom,allows Us a 


more real teſtimony of Our good 4 feionsthen words:thar Re-.

be ſure of a perfe& Reconciliation betwixt Us'andall Oar Sub 
je&s?We have offered,and are ſtillready togrant a-freeand ge. 
nerall Pardon,as ample as yourſelves ſhall think fit.Now-if theſe 
be not real expreſſions of the Aﬀe&ionsof Oar Soul;for the pub- 
like good of Our Kingdom, We muſt confeſſe that'We want skill 
to manifeſt them.

Our Security, We wilt overtake your defires,and beas ſoon with 
youas you can wiſh. And in the meantime. We will be fure,that 
neither the bulſineſſc of Ire/and,or any other advantage for this 
Kingdome ſhall ſuffer through Our default, or by our abſence - 
We being ſo far from repenting the As of Qur Juſtice , and
